HSI Long Island, Violent Gangs and Narcotics Unit (VGNU), has bee n targeting transnational 
criminal organizations for investigation, prosecution, and dismantling, 
has been identified as an MS-13 gang member by the Suffolk County Police Department Gang 
Unit. 


The MS-13 gang is a large transnational criminal organization with thousands of members and 
associates throughout the United States, El Salvador, Honduras, Guatemala, Mexico and other 
countries. The MS-13 gang is among the most violent transnational street gangs in the United 
States; it specializes in crimes of violence, including murder, attempted murder, rape, 
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kidnapping, violent armed assaults, firearms offenses, weapons related crimes, drug distribution, 
intimidation, prostitution, extortion and robbery. 

The MS-13 gang consists of cliques, or factions, located throughout the United States and is 
unique in that it retains is ties to its counterparts in El Salvador. MS-13 has cliques in California, 
Washington DC, Oregon, Alaska, Arkansas, Texas, Nevada, Utah, Oklahoma, Illinois, Michigan, 
Maryland, Virginia, Georgia, Florida, Massachusetts, New York and several other states.
